Consciousijess 


This  month  we  focus  on  "new  consciousness."  Maybe  it's 
not  so  new  for  some  of  you.  What  does  it  mean? 

Love,  simply  love  and  the  knowledge  that  there's  a  master 
plan  in  action  on  the  planet— "Remember  that  no  matter 
what  it  looks  like,  we're  all  working  for  the  same  boss" 
whether  we  know  it  or  not. 

Where  does  man  fit  in?  By  loving  and  learning,  by  responsi- 
bility, efficiency,  honesty,  joy  and  service— in  short,  by  real- 
ly being  the  conscious  nervous  system  of  this  planet,  link- 
ing hands  and  centers  around  the  world.  It  may  not  be  too 
late  for  man  to  really  be  man.

new  consciousness  (Tuesdays  at  11:00  a.m.),  and  on  new 
dimensions  of  consciousness  (Fridays  at  11:00  a.m.).

Arnold  Schoenberg's  works  are  slill,  tiiore  than  20  years 
after  his  death,  controversial,  misunderstood  -and  s(;ldom 
.performed.  His  "method  of  coinposilion  willi  12  tones" 
has  been  without  a  doubt  one  of  the  most  important  aes- 
.thetic  influences  on  20th  century  composers,  yet  the  larger 
musical  public  has  probably  never  even  heard  a  recording 
(much  less  a  live  performance)  of  many  of  his  major  com- 
positions. Why?  First  of  all,  much  of  the  music  is  difficult, 
in  a  technical  sense.  And  performers,  like  all  of  us,  too  of- 
ten choose  the  easy  way  out  when  planning  and  preparing 
programs.  But  the  problem  lies  deepier  than  that,  1  think  — 
it  is  one  of  attitude.  There  are  many  modern  compositions 
which  are  performed  and  recorded  regularly  which  present 
technical  difficulties  as  great  or  greater  than  anything  Schoen- 
berg  puts  forth.  Liut  there  are  few  works  of  any  epoch  that 
require  as  much  concentration,  acuity,  and  yes,  even  patience, 
on  the  part  of  listeners  and  performers  alike  as  do  many  of 
Schoenberg's.  His  relentless  logic  and  organizational  zeal 
have  earned  him  a  reputation— undeserved  in  my  opinion— 
of  being  cold  and  cerebral,  a  musician's  musician,  perhaps, 
but  not  one  for  the  wider  and  less  discriminating  public. 
The  very  unfamiliarity  of  much  of  Schoenberg's  output  has 
contributed  to  this  attitude  too.  But  the  ever-popular  Ver- 
klaerte  Nacht  ("Transfigured  Night")  aside,  who  could  resist 
the  rich,  glowing  harmonies  of  the  Christmas  piece  Friede 
auf  Erden  ("Peace  on  Earth"),  or  the  power  and  sometimes 
mysterious  grandeur  of  the  Biblical  opera  Moses  and  Aaron? 
But  who  has  ever  heard  them? 

In  this,  the  composer's  centennial  year,  we  propose  to  reme- 
dy matters.  Through  commercial  and  non-commercial  re- 
cords, tapes  of  live  performances  from  here  and  abroad,  lec- 
tures by  colleagues,  reminiscences  by  friends,  and  even  some 
live  concerts,  we  hope  to  bring  to  you  our  listeners  an  in- 
sight into  the  man  and  his  music  that  you  undoubtedly 
would  never  get  elsewhere— most  certainly  not  in  the  con- 
cert halls  of  Los  Angeles.  Schoenberg  spent  over  a  third  of 
his  creative  career  in  this  city,  and  official  recognition  during 
his  lifetime  was  practically  nil.  Even  to  this  day  the  situation 
is  not  much  better.  But  Schoenberg  was  from  the  earliest 
days  interested  in  radio  broadcasts  and  the  wide  audience 
they  offered,  and  gave  several  talks  on  the  German  radio  in 
the  20's  and  30's  about  his  compositions  often  [)receding  per- 
formances.

All  of  this  would  not  be  possible  without  the  generous  co- 
operation of  the  Schoenberg  family,  and  Lawrence  Schoen- 
berg, the  composer's  younger  son,  in  particular.  He  has  made 
much  extremely  valuable  and  illuminating  hi.storical  material 
available,  recordings  as  well  as  the  written  word.  Thanks  are 
also  due  to  Lory  Squires  of  Belmont  Music,  and  to  Schoen- 
berg's many  friends  and  colleagues  in  Los  Angeles  too  numer- 
ous to  list.  One  must  be  singled  out  however— Leonard  .Stein. 
His  patience,  understanding  and  knowledge  never  cease  to 
amaze  me,  and  his  love  for  Schoenberg's  music  is  as  infectious 
as  it  is  unbounded.
